The resolution, passed by both 
houses of Congress on Wednesday., 
provides s $10,000 fine or five years' 
imprisonment, or both, for anyone 
who should: 

“Export arms, ammunition or Im¬ 
plements of war from any place In 
the United States, or possessions of 
the United States, to Spain, or to any 
other foreign country for transship¬ 
ment to Spain, for use of either of the 
opposing forces In Spain." 

“Implements of war.** are defined 
as all commodities listed by the Presi¬ 
dent In his proclamation of April 10.

demonstrates how blind biological forces drive 
creatures to multiply until great population 
pressures are built up and then drive them on to 
mass suicide. This Arctic animal has great 
spurts of reproductivity and, after the density 
has reached a certain limit, starts mass migratory 
movements. These great marches blindly push 
on until some obstacle like the sea or a river 
is reached. There vast hordes of the migrants 
still push on to their death. 

A parallel is found in the rapid spurt of 
i human population growth. Dr. Pearl pointed 
out. In a mirrmum of 100.000 years up to 
the year 1630, man’s numbers grew only to 
445.000.000. Yet in the 300 years since 
then, the population has grown to some 2,- 

073.000.000. 

"For thousands upon thousands of years the 
human population of the earth grew slowly, 
because the conditions necessary to more rapid 
growth did not exist," Dr. Pearl said. "Then, 
about 300 years ago. the advancement of learn¬ 
ing suddenly expanded man’s effective universe 
and has kept ou expanding it. There has fol¬ 
lowed a spurt of population growth of an ex¬ 
plosiveness that is seen, when plotted to a proper 
time scale, to be comparable to that of an 
epidemic. 

"This has produced a density of forty per¬ 
sons per square mile for every single square 
mile of the land area of tho earth—good, bad 
and indifferent land all counted in. That there 
are associated with this present density stimuli 
producing sensations of discomfort seem scarcely 
open to argument. Can it be honestly denied 
that, on a world-wide view, unrest is the dom¬ 
inant characteristic of human behavior today > 
And. behiviorislically viewed, unrest is surely 
the cardinal symptom of discomfort. 

"Up to this point the parallelism between 
the two cases seems reasonably evident. Not 
being a prophet I have no desire to push it 
further. But I do venture to suggest that it 
merits thought. Different species react in dif¬ 
ferent ways to similar stimuli, especially in the 
emotional field." 

One scarcely envisages ma^nd marching 
to a watery grave just behind a horde of frantic 
lemmings. But does anyone find it difficult to 
conceive of man marching off m the not-too- 
distant future to a war> Or to doubt that once 
well started that war will entangle in its meshes 
the major portion before it is finished.

^THE CABLES TELL OF SALARY 

1 increases for British cabinet ministers to 
$40,000 a year for the Prime Minister and 
$25,000 for all other ministers. The Lord 
Chancellor will continue to receive $50,000. 

Although such salaries may seem large, they 
are small compared with the emoluments offered 
in business. The truth, as The Ottawa Journal 
sees it, is that in comparison with private enter¬ 
prise, the state is not lavish in salaries, especially 
when consideration is given to the tremendous 
responsibilities, as witness events of recent weeks 
in Britain. The President of the United States 
receives $75,000 a year. But there must be at 
least one thousund private corporations in the 
United States whose chief executives receive 
more than that. Movie "stars," of course, are 
m a class by themselvas. 

The Prime Minister of Canada receives 
$15,000 a year: the Minister of Finance 
$10,000, with the addition, of course, of their 
indemnities. But there must be scores of private 
executives in Canada, men connected with 
banks, railways and financial and industrial 
houses, who draw down bigger salaries than 
eitherMr. Kingtn-Mr. Dumnng. - They-tnnnoi 
be doing bigger jobs, or harder; the Dominion 
of Canada is Canada's biggest business. More¬ 
over, failure of an executiva in a private cor¬ 
poration, while it may hurt many, cannot pos¬ 
sibly hurt as many as failure on the part of a 
Prime Minister or a Minister of Finance.

The 
trouble is that although women’s 
I organizations have done thslr best, 
the mass of women are not Interested 
in politics. They don’t realise that 
the queetion of war and peace goes 
much deeper than mere politics.’’ 

"Everyone except Lord Beaverbrook.

cannot stay out of a continental war.

Cleveland won a 
popular vote of 3.340.309 over his 


oponent’s 3.439.833 but was defeated 
When the Electoral College, voted 233 
to 108 % pgaln*t him 

When election year rolled around 
once more in 1892. Cleveland still 
remained high in public favor. As 
Democratic candidate once more, he 
polled 3,334.437 popular votes which 
swung sufficient electoral votes in hia 
favor for election. This marked the 
only time In U.S. history that any 
President staged a come-back and 
again won the office after once having, 
lost It. 

In hia capacity as Chief Executive 
Cleveland vetoed more bills than all 
the Presidents before him put to¬ 
gether. During his first term he 
turned down 496 bills and during hia 
second he vetoed 310. 


Oue of the moat bitterly fought 
Presidential elections in htstory fol¬ 
lowed.

Depresslon-titt farmers will be 
given a helping hand back to self* 
sustenance by the British Co¬ 
lumbia Government. 

It was announced today that regu¬ 
lations are now being drafted to bring 
into operation a farmer re-establish - 
ment and relocation plan to be 
financed jointly by the British Co¬ 
lumbia and Dominion Governments 
These will be announced shortly sfter 
a conference between relief and agri¬ 
cultural officials to work out the de¬ 


maxim um of 11.000 a year to mpve 
such farmers to productive lsnd or 
to lsnd nesrer to markets The 
money may be used In bylldlngs. 
equipment or seed, and even livestock 
If this is necessary. 

A start on this phase of the scheme - 
will not be made until spring weather 
makes it feasible. 

In the meantime personnel is being 
organised to handle the general as¬ 
sistance plan. Until this is done and 
detailed regulations laid down, appli¬ 
cations will not be taten. a depart¬ 
ment spokesman Said. 

The re-establishment scheme. It 
was explained. Is entirely apart from 
the farm placement plan worked out 
by the governments last October. The 
lattsr simply provides for the employ¬ 
ment of relief labor on farms by sub¬ 
sidising both farmer and worker 
MANY ON RELIEF 

There are between 2.000 at^d 3.000 
farmers drawing either full or partial 
relief in the provlnoe because they 
cannot earn enough on their farms 
to support themielvss and their fam¬ 
ilies. officials state. The objective of 
the new plan is to make these men 
self-supporting again so they need 
not depend on relief.

Minister of Labor, arranged 
for financial aid to forty formers In 
the Coomb* and HiUler* districts of 
Vancouver Island so they could com¬ 
plete clearing their land and putting 
it into productive state. 

The success of this plan w^hich lia* 
removed these farmers from relief 
rolls encouraged the provincial auth¬ 
orities to widen It tn the new Do¬ 
minion-provincial scheme.

Mrs. Buck’s fsther was born Into a dour Cal- 
vinistic family In western Virginia before the 
Civil War.

Dr. Helser. a veteran of the UB. Public Health 
Service, for year* director of health for the Philip¬ 
pines. and after that a world-roving agent for the 
Rockefeller Foundation, pul in some forty years 
trying to keep people from getting sick Into 
that period he managed to cram enough action 
for a dozen lives 

»Hr went to the Philippines when the smoke of 
the war of liberation was still drifting througu 
the air. and he labored mightily to free the Ut'.e 
brown brother of things such as cholera, small¬ 
pox. plague, hookworm, leprosy, amoebic dysentery 
and divers other ailments. 

He found the islanders a stunted and dlaease- 
r icicle n people; today the population la two or three 
times as large aa when the American flag went up 
over Manila, and the natives are larger, tougher 
and more energetic than ever before. 

Then, for the Rockefeller Foundation, he went 
all over the world. He fought hookworm in the 
United 8tates. Siam. Ceylon. India and China. 
He tuaaled with tropical diseases In Ethiopia, 
South America and the South Sea Islands In 
which latter area lie had the satisfaction of seeing 
the long decline of the native population finally 
arrestfd. 

Altogether, ha labored mightily and accom¬ 
plished much for the benefit of the human race;

NOTED MUSICAL CENTRE 

W ilSBADEN la a town on the continent ot Europe, famed for Its cul¬ 
ture and musical traditions. Its press, too. is the pulse of the country, 
the Naasauer Volkablatt and Wlesbadener Tageblatt, two most Influential 
daily newspapers. It la interesting to note what these papers said, of a pro¬ 
gramme that consisted of works by English composers only at a concert 
during a recent meeting of the Permanent Council for the International Co¬ 
operation of Composers.

halls. Only after a bare three weeks' vacation did the Berlin 8tat« Opera 
House open IU doors for the first performance of Greener's "Schirin und 
Oertrude" in Berlin. 

PUCCINI REVIYAL IN BERLIN 

P UCCINI, after a period of neglect, has been restored to the Berlin State 
Opera with "Boheme" and “Madam Butterfly” re-staged and re-dreaaed 
on an elaborate scale. Another successful performance was Verdi * "La Tra- 
viata." with a first-rank cast 

A new version of "The Flying Dutchman" and "Tristan and Isolde" opened 
the grand opera season at the Deutschen Opera House, and the concert 
season, somewhat late in beginning, is now progressing, a roster of over 300 
concern being arranged far the whole season. 

Among the pianists to give recitals are Lamond. Elly M«yi Cortot and 
Johannes Straum. Singers are beaded by Erma Berger. Orsv4ure (the English 
tenor), and many well-known German artists. Among the violinist* at* 
Spalding, Manen, and Alma Moodie- 'The Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra, 
hr ving returned from their tour of England, has commenced a series of ten 
principal concerts besides an arranged series of extra concert*—fourteen 
conductors from several continental centre# have been engaged.

Great Mathematician Helps Unknown Czechoslovakian to Present His Ideas to the World of Science

WASHINGTON. 

A NOTHER example of the 
human kindly side of Prof. 
Albert Einstein can now he 
told; the tale of how he aided 
an obscure Czechoslovak ihn 
dishwasher to present sojne 
original astronomical ideas to 
the world of science when all 
other doors were shut against 
iiim. 

Presi association wires and 
the leading metropolitan news- 
l«pers recently gave promi¬ 
nence to the brief report pub¬ 
lished by Professor Einstein in 
the magazine Science, official 
publication of the American 
Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science. 

The Einstein paper was entitled 
' Lens-Uke Action of a Star by the 
Deviation of Light in the Gravitational 
Field.'* and he credited R. W. Mandl 
with first presenting to him the Idea 
behind the technical report. For want 
of Information these stories men¬ 
tioned Mandl as a young scientist. 

Actually Mandl Is no scientist ex¬ 
cept in the attic genius sense of the 
word and his bald head and forty-two 
years definitely put him beyond the . 
"young” stage And for months, here 
In Washington and In New York. | 
Mandl has lived a precarious existence 
as dishwasher In third-rate restaurant, 
and "coffee pots.” He now tends a j 
furnace for his room rent in a Corona. 1 
L.I.. home. 

Late last spring Dishwasher Mandl. 
whose hobby is drawing geometric de¬ 
signs on eggshells, walked Into the 
offices of Science Service In the build¬ 
ing of the National Academy of 
Sciences In Washington with a bundle i 
of pieces of paper, covered with math"- 
matleal symbols, clutched In his hand 
His bald head gleamed In the sun- I 


light and his baggy blue suit hung 
In folds. But his eyes shone as he 
presented himself, clicked his heels In 
continental style and began a hurried 
speech In broken English with relapses 
Into his native mother tongue Only 
the presence of a friend acting as 
semi-interpreter disclosed that Rudl 
Mandl had something more to offer 
than the "crank** type of visitor to 
the office* nf S n ewspaper or syndi¬ 
cate. 

Yes. he did have something! He 
would show the astronomers a new 
test for the Einstein theory of rela¬ 
tivity that was so simple any person 
with a little six-Inch telescope could 
check it himself. 

"You see." lie said, "the light from 
a distant star will be bent as It posses 
the nearer star and the effect will be 
a great brightening that anyone can 
see with a small telescope .'* And he 
talked on and on excitedly for some 
minutes 

‘ Would Science Service publish his 
discovery? The answer was at first no. 


for all manner of cranks present them¬ 
selves monthly with every kind of 
t fantastic idea. But would he like to 
have his expenses paid on a trip to 
Princeton to enable him to see Pro¬ 
fessor Einstein at the Institute for 
Advanced Study? 

Clutching his pa pet* and the moneYr- 
h« happily rushed off and went to 
Princeton. No one will probably ever 
1 exactly, what took place At , the.. 
I meeting of the dishwasher and the 
father of relativity! They talked for 
some hours in German and probably 
Mandl. with this added fluency, pre¬ 
sented his case better, for on his re¬ 
turn he hspplly appeared and said 
that Professor Einstein wqnld hlmaelf 
check his calculations and offer them 
for publication. 

Week, and months went by and too 
much daydreaming over sinks full of 
dishes in Washington restaurants 
made It expedient that Mandl trans¬ 
fer his vocation and avocations to the 
larger and newer fields of New York 
City. finally a letter came to Science 


Service asking If and where Professor 
Einstein had published his calcula¬ 
tions. And If not, why not 1 * 

Acting again as Intermediary. 
Science Service sent a letter to Pro¬ 
fessor Einstein asking about the mat¬ 
ter. 3>re courteous reply In German 
stated/that the Mandl idea was In¬ 
teresting snd would be ready for pub¬ 
lication shortly. 

.... The report in Science for December 
4. 1986. in which Professor Einstein 
begins with the specific s t ate m e n t. 
"Some time ago. R. W Mandl pMd 
me a visit and asked me to publish 
the results of a little cglculntton 
which I made at his request This 
note compiles with his wish.” la the 
fulfillment of that promise 

It would be fine to be able to state 
that the theory and preliminary cal- 
culhtion of Rudl Mandl haa upset or 
made a revolutionary contribution to 
tiie famous theory of relativity, but 
a close check of the calculations by 
Professor Einstein shows that the sup¬ 
posed lens-llke action of one atar on 


the light of another star la a very 
brief phenomenon, lasting only a few 
seconds at the moat, so fleeting that 
Professor Einstein doubts if it can 
ever be observed experimentally. 

Of this Einstein says at the con- 
' chistop of hft PPpWTT 
I "... There is no great chance of 
observing this phenomenon, even if 
• the dazzling light from the nearer 
Star Is disregarded ” But he goes on 
To say ; 

"Tills apparent amplification of q 
by the lens-llke action of the star is 
a moat curious effect, not so much 
! for Its becoming Infinite, with vanleh- 
, tng a. but since with Increasing dis¬ 
tance D of the observer not only does 
It not decrease but even increases 
proportionally to the square root of 
the distance '* 

Rudl MsTidl dishwasher extraor¬ 
dinary, may not have set the world of 


science on fire as he hoped when he 
originally walked into Science Service's 
offices, but st leaat'Tve has discovered 
what even such a great scientist as 
Einstein calls a "most curious effect” 
and made an original contribution to 
scientific thought. That thought 
might have been lost but for Professor 
Einstein's generosity.

Dr 
Bellamy crossed theae two species of 
fish, and fortunately obtained fertile 
hybrids. Buch hybrids, crossed by a j 
certain scheme •. with one of thel 
original species, produced nothine bu0< 
males._ 

Taken aa separate phenomena, such 
occurrences as sex determination by | 
the female, and one-sexed progenv. 
arc not new to the zoological world, 
though uncommon. Their combina¬ 
tion In a series of fertile hybrids Is 
novel, however, snd useful to biolo¬ 
gists in search of the rules governing 
sex. A most promising research pro¬ 


gramme has been opened. !n which 
not only the all-male progeny will be 
studied, but also other progeny which 
are of unbalanced sex ratio; also cer¬ 
tain unfortunate finny offspring in 
which both male and female chv~ > 
acters have been combined in one 
creature. The fact that a life genera¬ 
tion. of theae flah spans but a few i 
months enables more prompt answers : 
to genetic questions then in the case 
of many larger animkls. 

Unfortunately the present state of 
scientific sex control is still far from 
application to animal husbandry. Buch 
laudable schemes aa the raising of 
White Leghorn heps only, sans the 
excesa skinny roosters of thl»-breed, 
receive no encouragement from Dr 
Bellamy. Certainly no progress In 
economic application can be expected 
until a more thorough understanding 
Is reached as to the microscopic struc¬ 
tures. or bodily activities, which con¬ 
trol the apparent accident of sex.

In fact, when Mercury so "transits'* 
the sun. It can be seen only with a 
telescope. Such transits of Venus are 
extremely rare. The last occurred in 
1882 and the next wllUoocne In 2004. 

While Mercury has an interesting 
transit on May U. 1837, it will be 
invisible on this continent and can 
only be seen In southern Asia, the 
Philippines. West Australia, the In¬ 
dian Ocean. Central and South Africa. 

More fortunate will be residents of 
this continent in the matter of some 
other "eclipses” of the year—those by 
the moon of stars or planets, technic¬ 
ally called occulattons. Early in the 
, morning of March 4 the moon, then a 
i crescent after last quarter, will occult 
a second magnitude tt*r In the con¬ 
stellation of the Scorpion On July 
17 It will pass In front of the planet 
Mars, but this will happen In daylight 
hours when the planet will not ba 
visible to the naked eye. Been thrn 
it will only be visible In the east, for 
Mars will have emerged by the time 
the moon rises farther west. On 
August 3 Venus, then shining bril¬ 
liantly before sunrise as a morning 
star, will be occulted. This again will 
only be visible In the eastern stats*. 
And on November 18. shortly before 
midnight, eastern standard time, the 
nearly full moon will occult a third 
magnitude star in Taurus. This will 
be observable from all parte of the 
country.

In such a place at such a time, seeing the Intended

TO begin with, one does not mind rising early 
in the summertime.
